WHY RECOGNITION OF 
MEXICO HALTS 


N telling foreign newspaper correspond- 
ents that the status of recognition of the 





Mexican government by the United 
States was unchanged President 
Obregon, dotibtless, was not prevaricating. 


Secretary Hughes has made it clear that until 
the Mexican government is ready to guarantee 
the personal property rights of aliens in 
Mexico, acquired prior to the adoption of the 
new Mexican constitution in 1917, the Obregon 
administration cannot be admitted to equal 
“ellowship with the great body of international 
powers enjoying, treaty rights with the-United 
States. That Obregon would much like to see 
the notorious Article 27 amended, which is the 
barrier to political amity between the two 
republies, is believed in many quarters. But 
‘he military cabal in Mexico is too strong to 
be overridden by the one-armed presidente, 
whose only recourse lies in the direction of the 
Mexican senate. If that body sees fit to take 
“he initiative—when it meets in September— 
in abrogating the obnoxious clauses in Article 
7, Obregon will welcome the opportunity to 
enter into treaty negotiations with the United 
States. As a matter of fact, unless a con- 
stitutional amendment is adopted experts in 
international law declares Article 27 will con- 
tinue to prove the stumbling block of recog- 
nition sinee a satisfactory treaty cannot be 
formulated while that intervenes. Meantime, 
trade between the two countries measurably 
vrows, but Amerié¢an capital will be loth to 
develop Mexican resources until foreign hold- 
ings are amply protected by treaty stipula- 
tions, Mr. Hearst to the contrary notwith- 
standing.—Saturday Night.

THE WATER POWER SCHEME 

C. HASKELL, the San Bernardino law- 
on California Water Law as any attor- 

ney in the state, has come out in op- 
ment known as the water and power bond 
seheme. Mr. Haskell denounces the plan as 
“a gigantic fraud,’? and says ‘“‘if carried, a 
pack of political shysters would run the state 
for the next 50 years.’’ Tis letter is worthy 
of careful perusal : 

At the coming election next November, a 
proposition to amend the constitution of the 
state will be submitted to the qualified elec- 
tors which, if earried by a majority vote, will 
create a board of officers, consisting of five 
members, with full power to issue bonds to 
the extent of $500,000,000, bearing interest not 
exceeding 6 per cent per annum. The proceeds 
of sueh bonds is to be used ‘‘for the con- 
servation, development, storage and distribu- 
tion of watery and the generation, transmission 
and distribution of eleetrie energy.”’ 

It ,ig,also provided that the board may bring 
condemnation proceedings and take possession 
of any private property upon five days notice 
and paying into court such a sum as the court 
may ‘‘determine as reasonably adequate to 
secure to the owner of the property sought to 
he taken immediate payment of just compen- 
sation for such taking and any damages in- 
cident thereto.’
